C. COMMENTS FROM THE FLOOR/PUBLIC PARTICIPATION (Limited to 30
minutes; 3 minutes allotted for each person)

D. APPROVAL OF MINUTES - April 17, 2003 and May 8, 2003 (Special Meeting)
Minutes (Available at the meeting)

DISCUSSION - Both sets of minutes were continued without discussion to the July
2003 meeting.

E. DISCUSSION ITEM
1. Use of the South Hills - Report by PWD and CDD Staff (New Item)

DISCUSSION - Mr. Robert Ziprick provided some background relating to the City
Council’s request that the Trails Development Committee study the issue of what
type of recreation/trail uses should be permitted in the South Hills. T. he Committee
also would need to address the number of uses, land area needed, and potential
locations for recreation/trail uses. Mr. Ziprick exited meeting at 6:05 p.m.

Mr. Michael Reid spoke to the committee informing them that he is a motorcycle rider
in the hills. Committee Member Foll questioned Mr. Reed’s comments and desires to
ride in the hills. He also commented on the noise generated.

Mr. Randy Stephens stated that he likes a challenge and rides his motorcycle in the
hills for fun. He says that he respects the people using the hills and the neighbors in
the hills. The hills up north (in the mountains) require an entrance fee and a lawsuit
waiver. Mr. Stephens would like to see a yearly pass program implemented and a

lawsuit waiver along with a motorcycle inspection. He suggests that an unloading
area be placed in Hulda Crooks Park. This would eliminate bikes traveling through
residential neighborhoods on their way to the hills. It would also establish areas in
the South Hills where motor biking could take place.

The issue was raised regarding those individuals who will not sign the insurance
waiver.

Mr. William Jarvis acknowledged that he rides a four- wheeler and that his sons ride
motorcycles. They jump their motorcycles and would like to continue to be able to do
so. They would like to see their needs considered as well as those of the entire
community.

Mr. Craig Sloat, grandson of Lewis George, is a fourth generation Loma Linda
resident who works at ERI. Mpr. Sloat states that the hills should be open for all to
use. He went on to explain the state law that outlaws two cylinder motorcycles in
the summer months.

Mr. CIliff Wolfe of Ritchie Canyon has set up his camera and has recorded
motorcycles driving by at an average of every eight and one half minutes within a
three and one half hour time frame. Mr. Wolfe went on to state that he lives in an
area that can be circled in fifteen minutes. Noise and dust are a problem. Bikers cross
the road (Reche Canyon Road) in front of cars. The area around Reche Canyon is E
private property and he asked if the riders have permission to ride on private ,
property. Mr. Wolfe stated that he no longer rides his horse in the canyon because he

believes it is too dangerous.

Mr. Stephens admitted that his riding tears up the hills.

Committee Member Mclntosh inquired about local areas dedicated to off roading. He
went on to ask about what penalties there are for riding in the local area without
permission.

Glen Helen Regional Park was mentioned as an alternative area for off road vehicles
but there are a lot of pro riders who use that area and it can be intimidating to the
less adventurous. The South Hills is more forgiving. Big Bear was mentioned as
another alternative for riders.

It was stated that where Reche Canyon Road turns into a dirt road is the area that is
designated for riding.
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Committee Member Perry raised the concern about the condition of the hills after the
motorcycles have used the area.

Myr. Stephens said that he would like to see regitlations put into place to punish the
“bad apples” and make a compensation to the police who patrol the area.

Mr. Sloat stated that he does not believe that regulation or permits will solve the
problems. He suggested that permission slips be obtained from private property
owners. '

Mr. Jiensup Kim explained to the audience that the hills provide a unique opportunity
for riders. The lack of signage as to off limits areas is a concern. Mr. Kim stated that
signage might stop the troublemakers and relieve the dust and noise that impacts the

neighborhood.

Committee Member Zumwalt stated that it is illegal to ride out in that area.

Myr. Jarvis indicated that the gates were put into place as a result of a lawsuit
brought forth by Mr. Colarossi.

Lt. Guerra suggested that one must have permission from the property owners. He ¢
questioned an earlier statement that riding was allowed in the Edison Easement. He
also stated that riding on private property is not allowed. (The California
Government Code states that it is stated that it is illegal to walk, run, or ride on

private property.)

Mr. Jarvis stated that motorcyclists are being singled out from runners and hikers.
M. Stephens stated that motorcyclists are removing signs.

Myr. Wolfe stated that he is not opposed to motorcycle riding but asks for respect from
the riders. He continued by saying that horses and motorcyclists should be able to get

along when using the hills.

Mr. Kim said that signs to respect the right-of-way for motorcyclists, horseman, and
walkers should be used in this multi-use area.

Committee Member McIntosh suggested that a set of rules be established for a set
area and that users should police themselves.

Mr. Stephens implied that the good riders help enforce the rules in the hopes that the
majority will follow the leaders.
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Mr. Jarvis suggested that a speed limit be set for motorized vehicles so as not to scare
horseman or hikers.

Chair Walling said that the rules could be enforced if they are made.

Lt. Guerra stated that the city cannot give permission to people to ride on private or
multi-owner private property. The question was raised regarding transitioning from
public to private property without trespassing. Permits for this would be cost
prohibitive. To date, only complaints about motorcyclists have been received. The
noise and the dust is a.violation of law. He went on to state that the Sheriff’s
Department does not have deputies available to patrol the South Hills on a regular
basis.

The question was raised regarding high complaint zones and whether or not there
should be more enforcement and additional signage. Areas of concern were discussed,
(Reche Canyon, Scotch Lane and Beaumont Avenue entrances into the hills).

Ms. Lisa Lampman explained that she does not ride in the hills. She mentioned that
she could voluntarily patrol with the Sheriff’s Department.

Committee Member Stutz stated that motorcycles are street legal.

Mr. Leroy Hansberger, a South Hills property owner, stated that there is containment
in certain areas due to urbanization. He will not sign his property because the riders
remove concrete gates and signs on a regular basis. He went on to state that riders
have no respect for the environment. Soil erosion and foliage thinning has occurred
as a result of off-road activities and erosion has created deep caverns in the area.

Mr. Richard Wiley stated his concern about the erosion problem.

Mr. James Rho said that this is a fast moving sport and that we should work
together. -

Mr. Hansberger repeated his comment that fences have been put up and simply get
moved. His only alternative is to shut down his properties.

Ms. Michelle Lowen from the Big Bear area talked about the placement of signs that
outline what can be done and what can not be done in designated areas.

Committee Member Perry had questions on what areas should be set aside for trails
and what areas should be protected.
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The Committee agreed to continued this item to the August 28 2003 meeting

2. Closure of Beaumont Avenue Bridge and the need for a Temporary

DISCUSSION - Director Thaipejr stated that he is working with property owners on
developing a temporary trail for walking parallel with railroad.

D. APPROVAL OF MINUTES - June 19, 2003 Minutes (Availéble at the meeting)

DISCUSSION - Staff distributed the June 19, 2003 Agenda Summary at the meeting
and suggested that the Committee continue the item to the next meeting to allow for a
thorough review of the document. The Committee agreed and the minutes for April 17,
2003, May 8, 2003, June 19, 2003, and July 24, 2003 were continued to the August 28,

2003 agenda.

E. DISCUSSION ITEM

1. Use of the South Hills - Discussion with South Hills property owners - Committee
Discussion (Continued from June 19, 2003 agenda)

DISCUSSION - Director Woldruff, Community Development Director read a letter from
M. J.J. Ramirez to the Committee and into the public record. The letter was opposed to
the use of off-road, motorized vehicles (i.e., dirt bikes, quads, 4-wheel drive trucks and

passenger vehicles) in the south hills area.
Chair Walling opened the meeting for comments from the property owners.

Lorenzo Colarossi, ]r.i blamed the City of Redlands and City of Loma Linda for not having
4 similar ordinance as Riverside County for not allowing access to private property

without property owner permission.
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ClLiff Wolfe complained that the people who are créating the problems do not attend these
meetings.

Steve Wellington, representative for ].J. Ramirez, expressed concerns about the police
jurisdiction between City of Redlands and San Bernardino County Sheriff in patrolling and
ticketing the south hills. He said that the eastern portion of the south hills area is a “no
man’s land” in terms of police services. :

Leroy Hansberger stated that with the future plans for development on his property, an
improved trail system would be available for all except motorized vehicles. Mr. Hansberger
stated that he is very sympathetic to their situation but does not see how their wants and
needs can be incorporated into a plan for the area.

Anthony Colarossi would like to see San Bernardino County Sheriff ATV’s patrol the hills
and ticket trespassers. Mr. Colarossi is not opposed to hikers and walkers, but thinks that
they should be ticketed until a master planned trail system is put into place. Mr. Colarossi
went on to state that the City legally cannot tell citizens that they have permission to use

private property.
Lt. Hector Guerra explained enforcement procedures for off road enforcement teams.

Sharon Wolfe questioned whether San Bernardino County Sheriﬂ’s Department has ticketed
anyone in the hills recently. Lt. Guerra answered yes, and that usually a chase occurs.

Lorenzo Colarossi stated that motorists would not mix well with hikers, bicyclists and
horses in the master plan. Motorcyclists and off-road vehicles users would need to find
another place to ride.

Chairperson Walling inquired as to whether or not there would be a master plan for trails
excluding motorized vehicles.

Lorenzo Colarossi indicated that he would be in favor of a master plan that he could take
part in developing. He expressed concern that the noise level of motorized vehicles would
not be adequately addressed through a master plan.

Cliff Wolfe stated that San Bernardino County should consider adding trails for motorized
vehicles to their master plan trails system to allow access and use in other areas - similar
to the plan that Riverside County is considering.

Sharon Wolfe indicated that little reliance should be placed on the San Bernardino County
Sheriff's Department to enforce. The riders are gone by the time the deputies arrive.

Committee Member, James Mclntosh addressed Mr. and Mrs. Wolfe and asked them what
percentage of the violators are local and/or not local.

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The Wolfes responded saying that it was approximately eighty percent local and twenty
percent non-local (off-road vehicles transported to the area on trailers).

Steve Wellington has found that people come to the south hills from all over - other states,
and countries. They find out about the area on the Internet. The City of Redlands Police has
worked with him to enforce and they did ticket. This helped a little bit. Mr. Wellington
also patrols on the weekend.

Chair Walling inquired whether or not anybody thought that a designated area could be
enforced. , '

Committee member Lynn Foll asked property owners if they would mind having a trail
crossing their property to obtain access to city property. He continued on to ask if they
would consider this through a master plan. Leroy Hansberger and Lorenzo Colarossi said

they would only agree through a controlled plan agreed upon by all parties.

Lorenzo Colarossi stated that he would like to have the ability to develop his property
similar to Leroy Hansberger and looks to Mr. Hansberger to lead the way with the hopes
that other property owners would follow with development of a trail system.

Committee Member Cooke asked Betty Stark where and when the south hills became a
motorcycle area. Ms. Stark thought maybe in the 1950’s. Ms. Cooke also inquired as to
when motorcycle riding in the “Bad Lands” of Moreno Valley began. :

Randy Stephens indicated that he did not think that restricting motorized vehicles is going
to work because riders will not travel to places with their bikes. He would like to see

licensing to allow riding regulated with rules.

Conumittee Member Revel stated that kids should to be taught respect and riding etiquette.
He believes that the responsibility should be placed on the families.

Doug Goodman stated that the problem could not be resolved until development occurs
through a master plan, which would include a trails system.

Chair Walling summarized the issues from both sides and the City Council’s direction to
the Committee to study the issue and forward recommendations. He stated that this
problem does go deeper then trails and it does have long- term development issues that are

associated.

Director Woldruff explained the development process and how it should incorporate trails
and open space and at the same time respect property owners rights to develop.

Chris Taylor, representative of Empire Homes, explained that research indicates that trails
are very important to development. People look for trails amenities and that they tend to
increase the value of the area and create a sense of place.
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Robert Ziprick, Councilman, provided some background to ‘the Committee on the Bi-County
Corridor Project and future discussions. He also gave background on and described the
urgency of the Beaumont Bridge issue regarding the replacement or permanent removal of the
bridge. All committees will be discussing these two topics.

E. DISCUSSION ITEM

1. Use of the South Hills - Report by PWD and CDD Staff (Continued Item)

DISCUSSION - Staff provided an overview of Item No. 1. The City Council had
received complaints about the use of off-road vehicles in the South Hills. As a result,
the Council requested that the Committee study the issue, receive public input, and
identify appropriate trail uses for the South Hills. The Committee recommendations
are to be forwarded to the City Council at the Committee’s earliest convenience. At
this time, the City of Loma Linda can only regulate City-owned properties because
there are no provisions in the Loma Linda Municipal Code for trails uses in the South
Hills. However, it may be possible for the City to develop a Trails Master Plan
through a cooperation effort with the Trails Development Committee and South Hills
property owners and trail users (of all types).

(Committee Member Miller arrived at 6:20 p.m.)

Members of the Committee had questions about the nature of appropriate short-
term and long-term resolutions. Chair Walling polled the Members on whether or
not there should be a formal trails system (created through a master plan) in the
South Hills. If so, would it allow the trails to be used by pedestrians, equestrians,
or motorcycles and other types of off-road vehicles?
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Mr. Randy Stephens talked about various riding parks and programs in California
and informed the Committee that $17 million in grants were awarded for parks and
programs in 2004. One state program actually pays for seventy-five percent of the
operating costs of a riding park. Mr. Stephens felt that no more than 400 acres
would be needed to establish a riding park in Loma Linda.

Chair Walling summarized what he felt the Committee could forward to the City,
as follows:

The recommendation of the Trails Development Committee is that a Trails Master
Plan be formulated to establish a formal trails system in the South Hills of Loma
Linda. The Trails Master Plan should identify both the trail locations and specific
permitted uses of the trails. The Trails Development Committee has undertaken the
tasks of hearing of public comments and testimony over the past four meetings and
gathering of information relating to the uses of the trail system. The attached
agenda summaries and letters of comments provide a summary of the information.

Based upon the input from property owners and users of the trails (including
motorcycles and/or other motorized vehicles, the Trails Development Committee is
prepared to undertake further study and analysis of the information and arrive at
specific recommendations regarding the use of the South Hills.

The meeting will be scheduled for a date in mid to late September 2003.

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Dear Trails committee.

There have been a lot of comments and assumptions made on behave of motorcycles
riding in the Loma Linda hill in the last couple of meetings. This letter is to address the
concerns of all parties; motorcyclist, property owners, San barnidineo Sheriffs
department, as well as the City of Loma Linda.

The intent of this letter is to point out ONLY Facts, and NOT assumptions relating to this
issue by asking the committee to consider the following and allow us to submit a future
proposal to which it will consider all parties:

Facts:

1. The sheriff’s department dos not have the resources to enforce the south hill.

- Cost of using the helicopter to patrol the hills is over $500.00 per
hour.

- They do not have the required skilled personnel to patrol the
hills, nor do they have the resources to training their current
patrol officers.

- 9 out of 10 pursuits are abandoned in order to protect the safety
of the officer.

2. Landowners do not want motorcycles on their property.
- The reliability to the property owner is too high
- The don’t want the hills torn-up

3. Currently there is no Legal Riding place locally for motorcyelists to go.
- Glen Helen is a Professional race track
- Arrowhead is the next closest place

4. Loma Linda owns 700 acres of the undeveloped land.
- Cuarrently Loma Linda is looking an putting a golf course in
conjunction with Mr. Hansberger property.




With these initial facts we ask that the trails committee consider a future proposal which
addresses the concerns brought forth from previous meetings.

This future proposal will fall under OHV guidelines and only pertain to a site located on
Loma Linda’s Property.

In this future proposal the we will outline the following government grants to help
implement such a program. In implementing a future OHV program, the previous
outlined concerns will be address.

California Grant programs for Off road parks (OHV program)

The Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Recreation (OHMVR) Division administers two grant
programs:

1. The Off-Highway Motor Vehicle (OHV) Trust Fund a state funded grant program
2. Recreational Trails Program (RTP) (Motorized) a federally funded grant program.

The OHV Grants and cooperative agreements are awarded to cities, counties, special
districts, federal agencies and non-profit organizations. Annually the Division receives
about 180 grant and cooperative agreement applications totaling over $38 million dollars
and awards between 16-17 million dollars in grants and cooperative agreements.

The Recreational Trails Program (Motorized) grants are awarded to cities, counties,
special districts, non-profit organizations and state agencies. Annually the Division
receives between 10-15 grant applications totaling up to $1.5 million dollars and awards
between $850,000 to $1,000,000 in grants

The OHV also has a grant program that will allow future sites to conduct full
environmental studies and testing on the proposed area of interest.

e Qver 75% of all cost related to running the facilities are funded through these
grants

e Each of these grants has strict rules and regulations that must be followed in-order
to receive these grants.




For example:

On Duty Officer

A trained forestry officer will be employed and remain on the riding premise to
enforce that all parties obey and maintain to the rules and regulations set forth by
the park. This officer has the rights to ticket of even make arrest as he see
necessary.

Sound and Emissions

On and after January 1, 2003, off-highway motor vehicles, when operating
pursuant to Section 38001, shall at all times be equipped with a silencer, or other
device, which limits noise emissions. (1) Noise emissions of competition off-
highway vehicles manufactured on or after January 1, 1998, shall be limited to not
more than 96 dbA, and if manufactured prior to January 1, 1998, to not more than
101 dbA, when measured from a distance of 20 inches using test procedures
established by the Society of Automotive Engineers under Standard J-1287, as
applicable.

My wife, Bernice Burdick, phoned your office today regarding the status of the above-mentioned
case. She was told the case was dismissed due to lack of evidence. Needless to say this is
astounding to me. I was never contacted by your office for a complete description of events.

I was purposely hit by a man riding an off-road vehicle at approximately 50 mph. He admittedly
left the scene of the accident. He was riding an off-road vehicle that is not registered for riding on
aroad. Not only was this " assault with a deadly weapon" it was also "hit and run." He should
have been arrested. He also should have been cited for operating his off-road vehicle on a
residential road. He has not been held accountable for any of his actions.

I was by the side of the road picking weeds and cleaning debris from my property. Thada
YMALL TWIG and weeds in my hand when 1 was flagging down the suspect who was over 700
feet away. I did not hit him. The suspect's account of the incident doesn't even make sense. He
was going fast yet 1 managed to step in front of him twice and I also managed to hit him - all at
the same time. How is that possible? Why didn't he stop for a person flagging in the road? He

had plenty of opportunity to stop, turn around, turn right onto Vista Dr. or left into a field. The
suspect decided to purposely ram into me. I have enclosed pictures of the incident location.

The suspect was at the Gomez house on Scotch Lane. This family lives approximately four
houses from mine. They are repeat offenders regarding off-road vehicles. Their son and his
friends frequently ride up and down Scotch Lane. Linda Gomez, the mother, does the same with
her four-wheeler.

Neither the suspect nor any person from the Gomez family has come by my house to apologize or
to inquire as to the extent of my injuries.




My finger was practically severed. One doctor at Kaiser thought that it might have to be
armputated. Thank God they were able to save it because I am a self-employed, general
contractor and my hands are my living. Ihave been unable to use my right hand since April 6th. 1
have to return to Kaiser on May 7th to have the partial cast, stitches and pins removed. Many

weeks of therapy will then be required. My livelihood has been jeopardized.

This event relates to the mentality of the suspect - April 7th1 returned home from the hospital.
The suspect rode his off-road vehicle to the corner of my house, revved his engine and raced up
Scotch Lane. My neighbor, Sam, is a possible witness t0 this action. The deputy who was
dispatched from Sheriff's department to take my report arrived approximately ten minutes after
this happened. I showed Deputy Popa the 10 feet of track marks that the suspect made.

‘Upon completion of the interview by Deputy Popa 1 was told that my case would be referred to
the District Attorney's office for review. Deputy Popa's report is filled with errors (copy
enclosed) - (1) the accident occurred at approximately 11:00 a.m., not 12:00 p.m. (2) Ihveat
12726 Vista Dr., not Vista Ln or VgistaLn. (3) my occupation is a self-employed, general
contractor, not none (4) Iam 6 1", not 5' 10" (5) my eyes are blue, not brown. (6) there were
no witnesses yet there is a name in the witness box (7) occurrence was on Scotch Lane, not
Vista Ln.

Deputy Popa inquired why I hadn't contacted the Sheriff's department sooner. 1 told him that my
daughter, Traecey Anthony, had reported the incident (twice) while I was in the hospital. She
was told that there was only one deputy in the vicinity and the deputy would not be able to make
it to the hospital before I was sent to surgery.

April 9th at approximately 3:00 p.m. the suspect again drove by our house, revved his engine and
spun around. Lisa, our neighbor, was just turning the corner and must have seen this occur.
April 9th , my ife phoned the Sheriff's station and requested to speak to a Sergeant. She was
told the Sergeant was in the field so she left her name, telephone number and the number of the
deputy report. Sergeant Gilbert returned her call the next day. She began to relate her story but
Sergeant Gilbert said "I don't know what you're talking about.” My wife assumed that Sergeant
Lieutenant had looked up the deputy report before returning her call. She related the incident of
harassment by the suspect. She told the Sergeant of her fear regarding the suspect and her being
home alone all day. The Sergeant suggested she get the neighbors together; she told him this
wasn't a community neighborhood. The Sergeant then suggested she go 10 the Gomez house to
talk to them. He said if she couldn't do that, she should contact the Shenff's department.

April 9th Deputy Popa phoned my home to ask me to sign a medical release. I was not at home
so my wife took the message. She asked Deputy Popa why the suspect wasn't arrested and why
he wasn't cited for riding his off-road vehicle. Deputy Popa's reply was, "Like 1 told you before,
the District Attorney's office will decide the charges.”




There have been many problems with off-road vehicles in this area. They use Scotch Lane as a
speedway to their destination. This is a dirt road and the speeding riders create clouds of dust. If
someone happens to be walking or is on the side of the road, they are inundated with dirt and
small pebbles. 1 have often flagged down riders and asked them to slow down. Many have
complied but there are just as many who make rude gestures and some who yell obscene
profanities. There was one time when instead of phoning the Sheriff's department to report an
incident, I phoned the parents of the rider in order to inform them of their son's behavior. The
father answered the phone and instead of being shocked by his son's behavior, the father told me
"go back to the feemm- city."

Many neighbors have complained to the Sheriff's department because of the speed and lack of
respect exhibited by these off-road vehicle riders. Lieutenant Guerra of the San Bernardino
County Sheriff's Department put together a task force for the purpose of catching the off-road
vehicle riders. They performed this "bust" on April 19th and 20th. There were off-road deputy
riders, deputy cars and planes. I understand that it was a successful undertaking.

Except for Lieutenant Guerra, the SherifPs department has been derelict in their duties regarding
enforcing the law and protecting the citizens.

The suspect and supposed witness should be required to take a polygraph. The results will verify
that their statements are false.

I feel very strongly about bringing charges against this suspect so if you think contacting Mike
Ramos (we were next door neighbors on Thames Street in Redlands) would be helpful in
reopening this case, please let me know and I will try to contact him myself.

SUBJECT Off-Road Vehicle Problem - Beaumont Ave. and Whitier Ave.

During the last City Council meeting, Mayor Pro-Tem Hansberger indicated she had received
complaints about off-road vehicles in the area of Beaumont Ave. and Whittier Ave. She also
indicated that on one occasion, the complaining party relayed that Sheriff’s Department had a
three-hour response to a call regarding the motorcycle problem. In response to this information, I
researched all the calls for service in that area for the past ninety (90) days. I found only two calls
regarding off-road vehicles, one was on October 8, 2002, and the other was on October 10, 2002.

The first call came from Robert Morningstar with a phone number of 796-8666. Mr. Morningstar
reported that two ATV’s were being ridden up and down the street and that they had been
unloaded from a green pick-up. His call was received at 5:27 P.M., and was dispatched to the
patrol unit at 5:29 P.M. The deputy arrived on scene at 5:52 P.M. and cleared the call at 5:54
P.M. The disposition of the call indicated “GOA” (gone on arrival) “negative vehicles or subjects
in area”

The second call came from Donna Morningstar with a phone number of 796-8666. Mrs.
Morningstar reported a continual problem with off-road vehicles riding behind her property. Her
call was received at 6:16 P.M. and was dispatched at 6:47 P.M. The deputy arrived on scene at
6:56 P.M. and cleared the call at 6:59 P.M. The disposition of the call was “UTL” (unable to
locate) “area checked negative for any motorcycles”.

I spcke with Mr. Morningstar about the problem they have been experiencing with the off-road
vehicles. The Morningstar’s residence is located at 26007 Beaumont Ave. He told me they have
had a problem with off-road vehicles for several years and have on occasion called the Sheriff’s
Department for assistance. He said the problem usually goes away for a short time, and then
when the riders no longer see frequent patrols in the area, the problem comes back. Mr.
Morningstar understands we have limited resources, and seemed satisfied with knowing that a
request for extra patrol will be passed on to the patrol deputies.

Since our station does not have any off-road enforcement resources, I have communicated with
the commanders of our Highland and Yucaipa stations and have requested the use of their off-
road enforcement teams. I will be utilizing some of the remaining funds in the “Local Law
Enforcement Block Grant™ to reimburse those cities for the use of their teams.

SUBJECT Traffic Problems (Scotch Lane, Loma Linda)

In response to the letter of complaint by Richard Burdick dated May 1, 2000, T have determined
that there is no immediate fix to the situation on Scotch Lane.

Mr. Burdick’s letter of complaint to the City of Loma Linda refers to some unsatisfactory
encounters with law enforcement about the traffic problems on Scotch Lane. The reason they
were unsatisfactory was because the officer made him move his vehicles because they were
causing a traffic hazard. Mr. Burdick admits that the vehicles were parked there to slow traffic
down on Scotch Lane, (i.e. Hazards deliberately placed in the roadway to obstruct traffic.)

The deputy was responding to a complaint from an area resident that uses Scotch Lane to access
his residence. The deputy’s analysis of the situation and the action taken was appropriate.

The problem with Scotch Lane is that prior to May 9, 2000 the City of Loma Linda had not
accepted it as a city street and it was listed as a private roadway. Private roadways are not subject
to vehicle code enforcement unless city ordinances are passed allowing enforcement. Scotch
Lane will be paved eventually and used as a public access to the public golf course that 1s being
developed but, until this occurs, the speed problem will still exist.

Scotch Lane is a dirt road and a survey to determine an appropriate speed will not occur until it is
paved. Radar enforcement cannot be used until it is surveyed and the street is to short to pace
speeders. We cannot use time and distance to calculate speed, as that would qualify as a speed
trap. There are not enough residences on the street to qualify the area as a residential zone, so
until these improvements take place, the prima facia speed limit for an unposted roadway i1s 55
mph. The condition of the roadway indicates that the vehicular traffic on this roadway is
probably not exceeding 35 mph. which is much less than legal speed limit.

The local residents and their guests account for most of the traffic on this roadway at this point.
Perhaps a neighborhood watch program could be established or community meeting could be
conducted to voice the concerns of the speeding until a viable enforcement action can be
established.

M. Burdick also mentions in his letter that the motorcyclists are creating noise and dust problems
for the area. The development of the golf course and area improvements should reduce this issue
in the near future.

T am writing to request tax information and ask how it is distributed and applied to services in my
community.

I live in an area of Loma Linda that is situated in Reche Canyon. Some recent events, which |
will describe in more detail later, have led me to question what I am paying taxes for.

My first question is to Mr. Larsen. I would like an explanation of what a “general tax levy” is
and further, what portion of those monies are forwarded to the City of Loma Linda to provide
services to its residents. Also, please let me know my tax percentage as compared to houses of
the same value situated more centrally in the City of Loma Linda who receive city services.
Secondly, I would like an explanation from all the aforementioned persons as to why I am
paying for the other services listed on my bill. I’ll begin with the water service. My property,
and those around me, use well water and only well water. Why would I be assessed for a “SB
V1y Mun Wir Debt Sve” (as listed on my bill)? Why am I paying for a school bond when I have B
no local school or busing to a Redlands school? Why am I paying for street lighting when there
are absolutely none in my area? What is vector conirol and why am I paying for it?

In actuality, I receive absolutely no services that any tax paying citizen would expect. In
addition to those services questioned above, I have also been unable to receive trash service and
police service. Why are the residents in my area not provided with a trash pick-up services as
other residents of Loma Linda are?

The police question is specifically important to me because I have had recent unsatisfactory
encounters. The road where I live is considered a private road. It is not paved and we have had
many problems with people speeding. Not only is it an obvious danger (there are numerous
children who ride bicycles, people who stroll and horseback riders), it also produces an
inordinate amount of dust. (Are there EPA standards to consider in a residential area?) I have
encountered incidents of having pebbles kicked up from the dust into the face of my infant
granddaughter from passing cars. There are also severe problems with motorcyclists in the area.

I have reported it several times and no action was taken. Only after there was a major fire
believed to be caused by these motorcyclists (causing a lot of money to be spent fighting it) was
there any further action (which is no longer the case). Further, they rev their engines while
racing, waking my granddaughter and disturbing the peace of this rural area, which is the reason
many persons moved here. Because of these problems, I recently parked two of my vehicles on
the road (leaving adequate space to pass, but requiring that vehicles slow down). One of my
neighbors phoned the police to complain and they responded to my door, ordering me to move
the vehicles. When I attempted to explain why the vehicles were there (the speeders, fear for
safety, etc.) the officer told me he could write me a ticket. I explained that this was a private
road. He then stated that did not matter. The next day, after people were speeding yet again, I
parked my vehicles out there. The police were called again and again I explained the purpose for
my actions. The officer told me that if I did not move my vehicles, they would be towed. I then

asked why the officers were not out here ticketing speeders and was told that it was a private

road, and further, they did not have the manpower to do that (yet they have the manpower to
answer a complaint about vehicles on the road). (I must note at this time that I have since
checked the Vehicle Code, attached for your convenience, and it states that there is no police
jurisdiction in this area, per section 21107.7. Further, I have received verification from the city
that this is a private road, also attached. If the Sheriff’s Department can explain their legal
position, I would like them to do so). The same day this occurred, a dog was struck and killed by
a speeding motorist and I had to phone Animal Control to come pick it up.

A decision has to be made about Scotch Lane. Is it in fact a private road owned by the citizens
who live here, or is it a public road? If it is a private road, I am allowed to attempt control over
those residents who speed up and down the street. If it is a public road, then it should be paved
and maintained (preferably with speed bumps). I prefer the latter, as life would be much easier if
it were paved. Further, if it is indeed a public road, what will be done when the golf course is
built? This is one of only two roads that will allow access. Will the city then give us the
consideration we deserved long ago and expect our cooperation?

I do hope to hear from all of you soon with the requested information (including a response from
the Sheriff's Department regarding their actions). Once I receive this information, I will be
looking into the legal ramifications of paying taxes for services I do not, and never did, receive.
I also ask your feedback on how the citizens of this area can recoup all past taxes, interest and
penalties for said services. I’m hoping this matter can be resolved quickly and amicably. If I can
provide any further information, please do not hesitate to contact me.
